Foundress of St. Vincent’s Hospital School of Nursing 1892 


A Nurses Training School under the 
direction of Miss Katherine Anne San- 
born, a graduate of the New York Hos- 
pital Training School, was opened in 
1892. A woman of unusual capability, 
Miss Sanborn remained as the head of 
St. Vincent’s Hospital School of Nursing 
for forty-two years. 

The teaching staff of the Training 
School consisted of Miss Sanborn, the 
Sisters in charge of the various halls and 
resident physicians and surgeons. Lec- 
tures and demonstrations were given in 
a parlor or dormitory, since there were 
no classrooms or laboratory facilities. 
The students were on twelve hour duty 
day or night, and most of the instruction 
was necessarily given at the bedside of 
the patient. The first graduation was 
held in Carnegie Hall in May 1895. 
Archbishop Corrigan presided to present 
diplomas to the first five nurses of St. 
Vincent’s School of Nursing. 

Miss Katherine Sanborn retired from 
the School of Nursing in 1934. At the 
time of her resignation the school num- 
bered 1,063 graduates, and an enrollment 
of 181 students. Her inspired leadership 
of 42 years is part of the heritage and 
history of the hospital.
